To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19 66. 

The  births  totalled  69,  a decrease  of  10,  and  the  birth  rate  was 
below  the  national  rate.  There  were  3 deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  old.  The  total  deaths  numbered  56,  compared  with  51  in  1965, 

38  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  There 
were  again  only  7 deaths  in  persons  under  45  years.  The  death  rate 
was  also  below  the  national  rate. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level, 
there  having  been  one  notification  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  nor  of  Food  Poisoning.  There  was  one  case  of 
Measles  notified.  One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred. 

The  matters  receiving  most  attention  during  the  year  were  Housing 
and  Food  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  encouraging. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  maintained 
and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support,  and  the  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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CANCER  DEATHS 


There  were  9 deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year  compared  with 
9 for  the  previous  year.  There  were  2 deaths  from  Lung  Cancer 
compared  with  1 in  1965* 

HEART  DISEASE 

Heart  Disease  was  responsible  for  29  deaths  compared  with  27 
in  1965.  Of  these,  14  were  males  and  15  were  females. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
none  in  19&5  and  3 in  1964* 

Six  Deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia  and  3 to  Bronchitis. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  there  was  only  one  infcctiouP  disease 
notification  compared  with  10  in  1965  and  1 6 in  1964. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  Food  Poisoning  notifications  received  and 
there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported. 

There  was  one  new  Tuberculosis  notification  during  the  year 
(at  the  Polish  Hospital)  compared  with  1 in  the  previous  year. 

Any  contacts  are  X-rayed  and  skin  tested  and  13-14  year  olds 
are  given  B.C.G.  Inoculations  when  necessary.

DIPHTHERIA 


Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical  Practitioners  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Penley. 
Standard  practice  is  early  protection  beginning  at  three  months  with  Diphtheria 
Pertussis  Prophylactic,  in  addition  many  school  children  are  given  booster 
inoculations  in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years.

Good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  Polio  immunisation.  The  oral  vaccine 
is  now  used,  with  great  success.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  ei^itth  Annual  Report  on  the 
v/ork  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Once  again,  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted 
to  Housing,  and  progress  is  being  maintained  with  the  repair 
and  reconditioning  of  properties.  In  a rural  area  a great  problem 
is  faced  with  unfit  houses  and  unless  one  is  careful,  the  character 
of  villages  can  be  completely  destroyed  by  the  process  of 
demolition  of  unfit  properties  which  are  replaced  with  Council 
Houses.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade 
owners  to  carry  out  reconditioning  programmes.  It  is  a time 
consuming  job,  but  the  insults  are  well  worth  while. 

As  will  be  seen  from  my  report,  all  the  varied  aspects  of  the 
environmental  health  services  are  being  dealt  with. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Fraser  for  his  support 
and  understanding  during  the  year,  and  to  thank  the  Council  for 
their  support  and  members  of  the  staff  for  their  valued  assistance.

During  the  year,  it  was  found  necessary  to  find  a new  tip,  and  an 
excellent  site  was  found  at  Cae-Dyah  Lane,  Overton.  This  site  is  estimated 
to  have  a life  of  about  20  years. 

Regular  surveys  are  carried  out  to  check  any  possible  rat  infestation 
and  during  the  summer  months  the  tip  is  treated  with  tip  dressing  at  frequent 
intervals  to  prevent  any  fly  nuisance.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  are  two  factory  chimneys  in  the  District,  one  being  an 
aluminium  smelting  works  and  the  other  a brick  works.  Both  boiler  plants 
are  oil-fired.  In  addition  to  these,  there  are  several  oil-fired  plants 
at  schools  and  churchs  and  at  the  Penley  Hospital  there  are  three  sectional 
boilers  which  are  coal-fired. 

15  observations  were  made  of  these  chimneys  during  the  year  and 
no  contraventions  were  noted. 
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CARAVANS 


There  arc  two  licensed  sites  in  the  District,  one  being  a holiday  site 
licensed  for  15  caravans  and  the  other  a single  residential  site.  The  Holiday 
site  is  very  well  organised  and  fulfills  a need  for  holiday  makers  travelling 
through  the  district  on  route  to  the  North  Wales  resorts,  who  wish  to  spend 
a few  days  in  this  area. 

The  sites  received  frequent  visits  and  are  satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  the  Parish  of  Bangor  Isycoed,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Wrexham 
and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company.  There  are  one  or  two  small  private 
supplies  in  the  area  which  the  Council  are  taking  over  as  the  opportunity 
arises. 

The  Council's  water  is  supplied  by  Liverpool  Corporation  whose  main 
aqueduct  passes  through  the  District.  All  supplies  are  regularly  tested 
and  are  satisfactory.  There  are  no  Plumbo  Solvency  problems. 

The  percentage  of  properties  provided  with  a piped  water  supply  has 
increased  slightly  to  96.6^1  7We  have  reached  the  hardcore  of  isolated 
properties  and  future  increases  in  percentage  of  supply  will  inevitably 
be  much  slower,  although  this  will  be  counteracted  to  a degree  by  the  fact 
that  a number  of  these  isolated  properties  will  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Again  I must  GmphasisG  thG  urgent  need  for  main  drainage  schomoB  in 
the  smaller  villages  in  the  district.  As  development  increases  and  more 
applications  are  "being  approved  for  improvement  grants,  the  problem  of 
providing  satisfactory  drainage  is  exceedingly  difficult.  Certain  areas 
are  unsuitable  for  septic  tank  drainage  owing  to  outcrops  of  clay,  and 
as  a result,  house  owners  find  that  tanks  are  not  operating  satisfactorily 
and  make  illegal  discharges  into  the  nearest  ditch  or  stream,  with  the 
result  that  more  and  more  complaints  are  being  received  of  polluted 
ditches. 

HOUSING 

Quite  a number  of  individual  unfit  houses  have  been  salvaged  by 
reconditioning  with  the  aid  of  grants  and  loans  from  the  Council.  This 
policy  which  was  adopted  a few  years  ago  has  been  well  worthwhile,  and 
although  it  naturally  means  more  time  being  devoted  to  advising  and 
persuading  owners,  the  result  is  preferable  to  indiscriminate  demolition 
of  unfit  houses  which  could  ultimately  result  in  the  destruction  of  the 
character  of  the  area.  Some  of  these  old  properties  are  quite  attractive 
and  when  reconditioning  is  properly  and  tastefully  carried  out,  the  end- 
product  can  be  an  asset  to  the  area.  In  addition  to  this  of  course  one  is 
retaining  the  stock  of  houses. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  improvement 
grants  during  the  year.

BRUCELLOSIS 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  it  was  reported  that  Brucella 
Abortus  had  been  isolated  in  the  herd  of  one  of  tb»  largest  producer/ 
retailers  in  the  district.  All  the  milk  from  this  herd  was  being  retailed 
as  raw  T.T.  milk  over  a very  wide  area  of  North  Wales  and  Cheshire. 
Sampling  procedure  was  immediately  put  in  hand  and  87  samples  were  taken. 
As  a result  of  intensive  sampling,  three  infected  animals  were  identified 
and  these  were  immediately  removed  from  the  herd.  Further  sampling  checks 
over  a period  of  three  months  indicated  that  the  herd  was  clear. 


ICE  CREAM 

There  are  18  premises  selling  ice  oream  in  the  district  together  with  several 
mobile  vendors.  All  premises  and  vendors  are  frequently  inspected. 

16  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  samples  were  reported  as  being  Grade  I. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 


Conditions  in  the  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Distriot 
continue  to  he  satisfactory.
